when, later on, the attacking force shouted 
to their confederates, the shout in reply 
might only mislead tiem as dv the point to 
which they wore to direct thu attack, and 
they were received with a well-nowriahed 
fire of rifles and lust gront nambors of men, 
The person reully most active in inciting to 
the revolt was one Shivuf J okkoug, a 
pogndo anvinbur of tho ‘Gantry’ claus, aid 
by others of his family, one of whom, 3 
Kiu-twan, took au active persural part in 
the siege. If Chang-hwa had fallen, the 
whole uf Formosa would have been in 
danger’; it was most fortunate therefore 
that General Lin Yin-t'ang should have 
arrived, inthe nick of time to raise tho siege. 
When he attacked the rebels in the rear, 
the defenders on the walls were lowered 
down by ropes and attacked them on the 
other side, without waiting to opan tho city 
gates. Generals Chén Yiin-k‘ing and Chéng 
Tze-t'ao have gone with a force in three 
divisions against the aboriginal savages, 
who still hold out at Sin-tek and T-lan. 

On 3rd:December, the Governor appoint. 
ed Mr Chang Shi-yii, a Prefect, a native af 
Hob-fei, in Anhui, and a relative of Li 
Hung-chang, who is a native of that town 
slau, muinager of Kvelung coal mines.
